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Consul General John K. Gowdy has 
spoken if the Washington dispatches 
can be relied on as trustworthy. 
It 
seems he wants to stay at Paris and is 
bombarding the members of the Indi­ 
ana delegation at Washington with 
cablegrams asking them to intercede 
with the President to secure another 
term for him as Consul General at 
Paris. 
He also has cabled ex-Gover- 
nor Durbin soliciting his aid. 
Con­ 
gressman C. B. Landis and Watson, 
who received 
cablegrams, 
called on 
the President Thursday to learn what 
can be done for our Ja ck, but were 
unable to get an audience. 
They will 
return again today. 
The prevailing impression of those 
close to the throne of the adm inistra­ 
tion circles is that h. will not be able 
to hold on, and cablegrams w ill prob­ 
ably be sent him today from Washing­ 
ton notifying him of this feat. 
Borne of the Indianians are inclined 
to take exceptions to the semi-official 
announcement made recently that the 
State has more than its share of the 
places in the diplomatic and the con­ 
sular service. 
Of places, good and 
bad, in the consular service, Indiana 
has fifteen. 
The State is not repre­ 
sented in the diplomatic service. 
I lli­ 
nois has eight places in the diplomatic 
service, and Ohio has twice as many 
consular appointments as Indiana. 
In 
this connection it may be said that the 
adm inistration’s program to bring Mr. 
Gowdy home, is not meeting with the 
approval of his friends. 
They are un­ 
able to understand why it 
is Mr 
Gowdy is not promoted to the I on ’o.i 
consulship if the policy of filling de­ 
sirable posts by promotion is to pre­ 
vail. 
It has been officially announced that 
Liverpool, Paris, Berlin, Bremen, St. 
Petersburg and other places in the 
consular service 011 the continent are 
to be filleed by promoting men a l­ 
ready in the service,m w t of them men 
who entered the service about the time 
Gowdy did, and under the rule, It is 
averred, Gowdyps entitled to be moved 
to London. 
The decision 
to bring 
Gowdy home no doubt grew out of the 
impression iu official circles that In ­ 
diana had too many places, and if the 
State delegation can show that this as­ 
sertion is not supported by the facts, 
the program might be changed. 
Mr. Gowdy’s friends have not under­ 
stood that he was willing to ask for a 
promotion, or even retention in his 
present place, but it seems that when 
he reached that state of mind he was 
under the impression that practically 
all the ¡¡men who received first-class 
consular appointments in 1897 would 
be called home at the expiration of 
eight yeara* service.

AN UNIQUE 
MARRIAGE BILL 


The Rev. 
Isaac P. Watts, of W in­ 
chester, known to manyfchurch people, 
here, has gone’on record in the legis­ 
lature witli an unique marriage bill 
which he has introduced 
Among other things the bill will 
prohibit the" performing of marriages 
by justices of the peace. 
They could 
only be performed by ministers of the 
gospel having certificates from county 
clerks and circuit judges. 
The bill provides that application 
for a marriage license must be made 
in the coonty where the bride has 
lived for ninety days. 
The applicant 
must show his profession and his in ­ 
come and both must show that they 
have no inherited tendencies toward 
insanity or idiocy. 
They must also 
show that they have no disease that 
would affect their offspring. 
Both the applicants must have passed 
the age of twenty-one and they must 
show tlgit they have not been habitual 
users of drugs or alcohol. 
Under certaiu conditions, with the 
affidavit of the parent or guardian of 
the bride, there may be a marriage of 
a girl over 18. 
There is no provision 
for the marriage of a younger woman. 
After the application the 
county 
clerk m ad publish the application. 
He will then receive any complaints 
against the issuance of the license. 
If there are no complaints in thirty 
days the license will be issued. 
If 
there are complaints the matter will 
be submitted to the circuit court.

13.—While 
the 
atmosphere is surcharged with reports 
and rumors that Thomas Taggart took 
a hand In hav ing J ohn W. Kern and 
B. F. Shiv ely selected as the Demo­ 
c r ats candidates for the United States 
senate, Taggart is comfortably enscou- 
sed at his hotel at French Lick where 
not a breeze can strike him. 
He may 
stick there, sheltered by the Orange 
county hills without realizing that 
there is any disturbance among his 
associates in the Democratic party 
here. 
Perhaps there is not as much 
trouble as tbe surface indicated for 
a short time after the caucus W ednes­ 
day night, but there is a smouldering 
feeling that some fine hand guided 
the majority that v oted for Kern and 
8 hiv e!y. 
There is not so much objec­ 
tion to Kern and Shiv ely for it is gen­ 
erally admitted that they hav e serv ed 
their party faithfully, but some mem­ 
bers, notably followers of G, V. Men- 
zies, are insistent tnat either Taggart 
or his lieutenant undid their work 
causing the Major to lose out when It 
seemed he was sure of v ictory. 
But 
Jn the meantime, as stated, Taggart 
is at French Lick, away from all the 
disturbance. 


The state board of education has 
indicated that it proposes to make a 
stubborn fight to hav e the school fund 
tax lev y restored to sixteen cents on 
the hundred dollars. 
It Is now elev en 
cents, hav ing been placed at those 
figures about ten years ago. 
An effort 
was made two years ago to hav e the 
lev y 
increased 
but 
the 
legislature 
wouldn’t stand for it. 
Sev eral prom 
inent men in state affairs took the pos­ 
ition that the v arious counties should 
look ofter their own schools rather 
than to expect the state to prov ide 
funds so that the poorer 
counties 
could hav e longer terms. 
The same 
arguments wia be made again. 
The 
staie board wants an additional lev y 
of one cent to perfect the school sys­ 
tem where it is weak so the state is 
confronted with tue prospect of an 
increase of six cents on the hundred 
dollars. 
It is not known how the 
proposition will be accepted as the 
members hav e not expressed them­ 
selv es. but there will be a hard contest 
before it is settled. 


The “ ghost has not walked" among 
the legislators as yet and it was hin­ 
ted today that some of them are get­ 
ting pretty shy of funds. 
Not all leg­ 
islators hav e a lot of money, as some 
people imagine. 
It does not grow on 
trees, although it has been rumored 
and the general public understands 
that the lobby uas enough to supply 
all demands 
It should be added here 
howev er, that comparativ ely few leg­ 
islators accept money from the lobby 
and that the charges made against 
the body as a whole are too frequently 
without foundation in fact. 
It has al­ 
ways been the custom to pass a bill 
the first day or two of the session 
appropriating in the neighborhood of 
$1 0 0 .0 0 for the expenses of the session 
but this has not been done as yet. 
The first pay day should come this 
week or some of the legislators will 
hav e to get money from home to 
meet expenses. 


A lot of talk has been created by 
Senator Slack’s resolution for a con­ 
stitutional 
amendment 
prescribing 
qualifications for v oters. 
It would be 
a safe prediction that it w’on't pass 
as it is regarded as a radical step, 
yet there are many who regard it a 
9 
a wise prov ision. 
The resolution says 
that no one who cannot read nor write 
shall v ote and that all v oters shall 
register before nonpartisan boards. 
Reformers 
say there is 
not 
ranch 
doubt but that this would result in a 
purification of the ballot but for par­ 
tisan reasons they will not support it. 
The chances are that it would cut off 
thousands of v otes among the negroes. 
The resolution has been referred to 
a committee on constitutional amend­ 
ments. but Senator Slack will take v ig­ 
orous steps to bring it before the 
senate where it can be debated.

Fall Rtv er, Mass.. J an. 13.—A con­ 
ference between H. D. Drake, repre­ 
senting Gov ernor William L. Douglaa. 
Mayor Coughlin oi this city and four 
secretaries of textile unions was held 
at the mayor's office to consider what 
could be done toward adjusting the big 
cotton mill strike. The manufacturers 
were not represented at the meeting. 
The conference was arranged through

the efforts of Gov ernor Douglas. 
The 
members of the different textile unions 
in Fall Riv er will he asked tonight to 
v ote on the question of delegating the 
power of settling the strike in the cot­ 
ton mills to the fifteen members of the 
textile council. 
The call for the meet­ 
ing is said to be the result of the 
efforts of Gov ernor Douglas to settle 
the strike, which has been in progress 
for nearly six months. 


St. Petersburg, J an. 13.—The gov ­ 
ernment seemingly ia about to make 
tbe irrev ocable decision that prestige 
abroad and the situation at home re 
quire the continuation of the war till 
peace with dignity is possible. 
Beyond 
this point, howev er, confusion exists, 
especially 
regarding 
the 
immediate 
dev elopment of the interior situation. 
Emperor Nicholas is still apparently 
v acillating as to whether he shall al­ 
low M. W itte full sway, in the mean­ 
time declining to permit Prince Sv ia- 
topolk-Mirsky to retire. 
The latter 
persists in the v iew that the confi­ 
dence of the people in the manner in 
which the reform manifesto is to be 
worked out ia v ital, and that this is 
impossible if the work is to be left 
completely In the hands of the bureau­ 
crats. 
Direct consultation with the 
representativ e classes interested he 
holds essential. 
It has now been definitely estab­ 
lished that the third section of the 
manifesto as it was originally drafted 
by Minister Sv latopolk-Mirsky prov id­ 
ed for representation of the zemstv os 
in the council of the empire, and that 
it was stricken out against his earn­ 
est protest.

ment from the ministry of the interior 
continues to be considered as only a 
matter of a short time although there 
is seem ing ev idence that the emperor

Should a real storm break, howev er, 
no one doubts that M. W itte is the one 
strong man in sight who can be called 
to the bridge. 
The lack of cohesion and alignment 
of the forces opposed to the existing 
state of things, and mutual distrust of 
each other’s program seem s to make 
anything approaching actual rev olu­ 
tion at the present time unworthy of 
serious consideration. 
Socialists, rev ­ 
olutionists 
and 
ether 
extreme 
ele­ 
ments, as well a« the subject races on 
the borders of Russia, all hav e differ­ 
ent objectiv es with which the conserv ­ 
ativ e Liberals, whom the gov ernment 
really hopes to appease, hav e little in 
common; and abov e all Russia’s un­ 
numbered 
millions of peasants, al­ 
though they hav e manifested an ab­ 
horrence of war, principally for eco­ 
nomic reasons and because it takes 
their lov ed ones away, hav e giv en al­ 
most 
no ev idence of 
hav ing been 
stirred by the political agitation. 
Demonstrations and ev en disorders 
on a large scale In the centers of pop­ 
ulation are regarded by the authorities 
as possible, accompanied by a recur­ 
rence of terrorism by those* who be­ 
liev e the bomb 1s the only w*eapon 
with which they can fight abaolution 
This last is really considered the like 
Rest and moat deplorable possibility 
in the near future. 
For the moment, 
howev er, all la quiet in the Interior, 
the people seemingly being absorbed 
with » he Christmas holidays.

ther disorders hav e occurred in con­

with mobilization, the only 
activ e mov ement of any sort noted be­ 
ing demonstrations at Nijni Nov gorod 
and Moscow, both confined to meeting* 
of school professors who took adv an 
tage of the occasion to protest « gains’ 
the disabilities tinder which, they de­ 
clared, the staffs of the univ ersities 
labored, and adopted resolutions in 
fav or of reform on the lines of the 
recent zemstv o memorial, but going 
further than the emperor’s manifesto 
The meeting at Nijni Nov gorod was dla 
persed by the police and sev eral per 
sons outside the hall were Infured. 
but none of them seriously.

Littlefield of Maine called on Mr. La­ 
mar of Florida, who filed the charges 
against the judge, to admit or repudi­ 
ate an alleged interv iew which the 
former claimed tended to incite the 
people to commit an act of v iolence 
against J udge Swayne. Mr. Lamar ad­ 
mitted giv ing an interv iew, but em­ 
phatically denied any suggestion from 
him that could be construed into ad­ 
v ising assassination or murder.

said that although J udge Swayne was 
known to be the most lawless man in 
Florida, he had remained secure from 
bodily barm. 
The legislativ e, executiv e and judi­ 
cial bill was read at length in the sen­ 
ate and there was considerable discus- 
alon of the civ il aerv ice question and 
the prov ision for an inv estigation of 
foreign trade conditions by the depart­ 
ment of commerce.

When the count heard the sentence 
of the court he created an exciting

scene. 
He jumped up and shouted

passionately to the judge: 
“ You will 
hav e to bear the consequences of this 
sentence. 
We hav e yet to meet with 
weapons In hand." The judge imposed 
an additional three days’ imprisonment 
for disrespect of court, and command­ 
ed the sheriff to lead the prisoner 
away.
